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Four Passenger Cars Leave Rails, Slide Down 
Erabankment In Blinding Snowstorm; Rescue 


Work Continues For Hours 


BLUEFIELD, W. Va. 
of a Norfolk & Western passenger 
train were derailed in a blinding snow 
storm eight miles west of here today. 
At least one man was killed and 53 
were injured—five seriously. 

The dead man was a Negro, not im- 
mediately identified. The injured were 
taken to the Bluefield Sanitorium and 
St. Luke’s hospital here where it was 
said five were dying. 

The four cars left the track after | 
crossing a small stream near Keystone 
and slid down a 25-foot embankment. 
‘A passenger coach, rolled over twice 
and was crushed when it came to rest |

near the edge of the stream. 


Most of the injured were trapped in | 
that car. Two of the wrecked cars| 
were baggage coaches. The second | 
passenger coach did not turn over and | 
was not heavily damaged. 

The train, enroute to Norfolk, Va., 
from Columbus, Ohio, was made up of 
Six cars. 

Trapped in wreckage of one passen- 
ger car, many of the injured lay for, 
more than an hour before rescue work- 
ers removed them. 

J. W. Dickerson of Bluefield, a rail- 
road employe, was pinned in the 
wreckage for three hours. Physicians 
at St. Luke’s hospital amputated both 
his legs, 

Rescue crews believed that all the 
injured had been removed. A relief 
train still was working on the wreck, 
however, and workers checked the de- 
bris in search of other injured or dead. | 

A survey of all hospitals here showed 
53 injured. 

The wreck occurred shortly after 7 
a. m. Railroad men in Bluefield used 
automobiles to speed to the scene. 

They found four cars tilted on the 
edge of the stream but none had gone 
into the river. 

The injured were laid on blankets 
while Bluefield’s ten ambulances shut- 
tled back and forth to hospitals.

Education Factor 


In Organization 


Huge Crowd Applauds Words 
Of Agricultural Leader 
At Modesto Meet 


MODESTO — “Organization, unless 
accompanied by education, directed by 


'Knowledge, and tempered by tolerance 


and a sense of fair play, may become 
a dangerous tool in the hands of min- 
orites, inimical to the preservation of 
true democratic processes.” 

This warning was sounded by Dr. 
C. B. Hutchison, Dean and Director of 
the College of Agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of California, in an address be- 
fore the nineteenth annual convention 
of the California Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation, in which the educator discussed 
the organization as a present day 
trend. 


All progress in human welfare, he 
told the large audience, is dependent 
upon “our ability to accumulate knowl- 
edge and plant it in fertile minds. 


“Civilization has grown most rapidly 
where the flow of new ideas has been 
least restricted, and where minds of 
men have been brought together and 
stimulated by exchange of observations 


'and ideas.” 


That, he emphasized, is why univer- 
sities are of prime importance as the 
organized agencies of society for the 
discovery and dissemination of truth, 


| which he labeled as “the only endur- 


ing foundation and guaranty of pro- 
gress.” 

Under the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat or the totalitarian state, Dr. 


| Hutchison said, the functions of the 


university in relation to the social and 
economic life of the people become 
that of the propogandist for the reign- 
ing order. 

“Under these conditions,” he warned, 
“even the pronouncements of univers- 
ities on science may be dictated by 


| those who rule, with fundamental laws 


of genetics made to conform to the 
social philosophy of those in power, 
and the validity of physical laws test- 
ed in terms of the discoverer’s own ra- 
cial inheritance.” 

A university, unafraid, he declared, 
free and able to do its job well, is so- 
ciety’s finest safety valve for the pre- 
vention of disorderly change, and at 
the same time, the most effective in- 
trument for the promotion of an or- 
derly evolution of social and political 
institutions.

Day. The announcement states: 


‘The Christmas seal sale in Califor- 
nia is conducted by 61 local, city and 
county tuberculosis association, all af- 
filiated with the state and national or- 
ganizations. At the present time, all 
but two counties are operating these 
voluntary health associations. 

“The sale of Christmas seals is the 
only method of financing the tubercu- 
losis control programs of these asso- 
ciations. Less than twenty per cent 
of the funds realized by the sale of 
seals go to the state and national as- 
sociations; over eighty per cent remain 
with the local associations to be used as 
community health problems dictate. 

“The funds allocated to the state and 
national organizations are devoted to 
providing medical and nursing assist- 
ance to local associations and perform- 
ing other services directly benefiting 
these groups. A portion of the alloted 
funds are also spent for medical and 
sociological research into the causes, 
treatment and prevention of tubercu- 
losis. This research has brought about 
the great strides in tuberculosis con- 
trol which have been marked during 
the last thirty years by the rapid de- 
cline in the death rate.”

| American Ambassador Nelson T.

Johnson arranged to leave two sec- 
retaries, George Acheson, Jr., and J. 
Hall Paxton, in charge of the Embassy 
at Nanking awaiting an expected Jap- 
anese drive from the Shanghai front, 
;now near Soochow, 125 miles east- 
southeast of Nanking. 
For many days Chinese government 
departments had been evacuating to=- 
ward Hankow and Chungking. 

Most of the 57 Americans at Nan-= 
king, including 19 women and one

Some have left. Some were due to go 
aboard the Luzon; others intended to 
go to Hankow or come eastward to 
Shanghai. 

Evacuation continued by boat, rail- 
road train, motor car, horse drawn 
cart and afoot.
